The Notice to File Corrected Application Papers dated April 9, 2001 set forth two 
reasons for requiring new drawings.

The present invention relates to removing unwanted lines from characters. The Figures 
not using English text illustrate Japanese characters with unwanted lines through them and how 
these lines can be removed. The actual meaning of the Japanese characters is irrelevant. The 
Japanese characters are graphical objects, to illustrate line removal. Further, to translate 
these characters into English would not be possible, as the length of the English translations 
would be different from the Japanese counterparts, which would change the meaning and 
structure of all of the Figures. The undersigned Attorney spoke to Bridgett Gray, the Chief 
U.S.PT.O. Draftsperson on January 1 1 , 2000 with regard to the very same requirement for the 
parent case of the present Application (Serial No. 08/909,137), and she agreed that these 
Figures did not have to be translated.
